STANFORD — A dust-up 
over prayer at Lincoln 
County High School’s 
upcoming graduation cere¬ 
mony has ruffled feathers 
and garnered national head¬ 
lines, but some involved say 
the real issues at hand seem 
to be getting lost in a sea of 
misinformation. 

Now, the high school’s 
senior class president is wor¬ 
ried the meaningfulness of 
the day could be lost in the 
fray, and the principal is 
combatting what he calls 
’’incorrect, and frankly, inap¬ 
propriate information” 
regarding whether prayer is 
allowed in school. 

The controversy began 
after six graduating seniors 
met with Lincoln County 
High School Principal Tim 
Godbey to tell him they did 
not want a traditional time 
for prayer to be included in 
this year’s graduation cere¬ 
mony. 

”No students have ever 
done that before," Godbey 
said. ”My responsibility in 


upholding the Constitution 
and the First Amendment 
was I have to protect their 
rights as well as the rights of 
those that want (prayer)." 

When reached by phone 
Tuesday, one of the six stu¬ 
dents who asked for no 
prayer declined to talk on the 
record about the request. 

None of the other five stu¬ 
dents could be reached for a 
comment for this article, but 
one of them, Bradley 
Chester, told WKYT-TV last 
week that he is an atheist and 
doesn’t want to be forced to 
listen to prayer at his gradu¬ 
ation. 

"This is a place for school, 
not a church,” Chester told 
the news station. "I feel like 


I’m graduating from Lincoln 
County High, not Lincoln 
County church." 

In years past, the graduat¬ 
ing class has been allowed to 
plan for a student-led prayer 
during the ceremony, as long 
as there was a unanimous 
vote by graduating students 
that they wanted the prayer, 
Godbey explained Friday. 

“It’s just something the 
students did in the midst of 
graduation and we allowed 
it,” he said. “Now that we 
kind of have this opposition, 
we don’t feel like we can do 
that.” 

Unanimous consent of the 
senior class is necessary for 
planned prayer because of

The U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled in 1992 that public 
schools cannot sponsor 
prayer at graduation cere¬ 
monies because it is a viola¬ 
tion of the establishment 
clause of the First 
Amendment, which reads 
"Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment 
of religion..." 

However, while schools 
cannot sponsor prayer, stu¬ 
dents still have constitution¬ 
ally-protected rights to 
express themselves. 

“I’ve tried to educate the 
students on the fact that the 
school will not remove a per¬ 
son’s constitutional right,” 
Godbey said. “It doesn’t 
matter if it’s the majority or 
the minority, we’re going to 
protect the rights of every¬ 
one.” 

Godbey said in dealing 
with whether students can 
have time set aside for 
prayer during graduation, he 
has followed a 1994 
Kentucky attorney general’s

911 service 
could cost 
Lincoln $36K 

As landline income 
drops, burden is 
falling on fiscal court

LANCASTER 
Lincoln County could 
have to contribute more 
than $36,000 out of its 
general fund to keep the 
local 911 call center oper¬ 
ating during the next fis¬ 
cal year. 

Bluegrass 911 Director 
Russ Clark provided 911 
board members with a 
rough budget proposal for 
the 2013-14 year, with an 
estimated revenue of 
$713,635. 

The proposal estimates 
Lincoln and Garrard 
counties — the two coun¬ 
ties served by Bluegrass 
911 — would have to 
contribute a combined 
$54,878 of that revenue 
from their general funds. 

The two counties — 
and the cities inside them 
— have not had to pay for 
911 service out of their 
general funds since they 
merged 911 efforts in 
2007. 

But as a main source of 
funding for 911 — fees on 
landline telephones — 
has dried up, the call cen¬ 
ter has been operating on

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County Board of 
Education has finalized its 
new staffing allocations 
for the coming school year, 
and each of the district 
schools’ councils have 
decided what will be done 
with the new allocations. 

From a financial per¬ 
spective, the new staffing 
allocations cut the equiva¬ 
lent of six full-time teach¬ 
ers across the district. But 
the actual changes created 
by the new allocations 
vary widely from school to 
school, based on what the 
local council decided to 
do. 

At five schools — 
Lincoln County High 
School; Lloyd McGuffey 
Sixth-Grade Center; and 
Stanford, Highland and 
Waynesburg elementary 
schools — the allocation 
changes are resulting in 
job cuts.

Christians need to remember

When it comes to the recent kerfuf¬ 
fle over prayer at Lincoln County 
High School’s graduation ceremony, 
those of us who are Christians would 
do well to remember the roots of our 
religion.

actively persecuted, it seems more 
than silly that anyone should get 
angry when they’re not allowed to 
Christianize a government-sponsored 
event as fully as they used to. 

Christianity has a long and awe¬ 
some history of being at its best under 
persecution. It also has a long and ter¬ 
rifying history of being at its worst 
when given the power of government. 

There’s a theory I heard recently 
about why humans develop allergic 
reactions to normally benign sub¬ 
stances. 

Allergic reactions develop, the theo¬ 
ry goes, when a child is kept too clean 
and protected from the world’s germs 
and dirt and foreign substances. 

Without anything worthwhile to 
fight against, the child’s immune sys¬ 
tem begins finding new enemies to 
fight — enemies that previously were 
inconsequential to the child’s exis¬ 
tence. 

I think because of the social domi¬ 
nance American Christianity has 
gained, it’s gotten too far from its 
roots, and developed some unattrac¬ 
tive and unhelpful allergic reactions to 
undangerous things along the way. 

Your religion is not under attack 
just because your local school system 
is caring about the needs and desires 
of atheists, along with all students. 


You don’t need to fight anyone over 
anything related to prayer at gradua¬ 
tion, because even if no one prays up 
front, you — and everyone else — 
can still pray before, during and after 
the ceremony without consequence. 

American Christians are among the 
least-persecuted Christians in the 
world. I think it’s time we acknowl¬ 
edged that and stopped pretending our 
religion is somehow being snuffed out 
every time someone with a differing 
viewpoint wants to feel accepted or 
normal. 

Imagine the tables flipped — if we 
lived in a country dominated by a dif¬ 
ferent religion and Christians were in 
the minority. 

Imagine a high school graduation 
where prayer to a god you don’t 
believe in is the norm and has been 
for years. 

Imagine if you were brave enough 
to state your beliefs about Christianity, 
and the school decided to respect you 
as a human and alter its ceremony so 
you wouldn’t feel quite so alienated 
on one of the most important days of 
your life. 

That decision certainly wouldn’t 
mark the end of that other religion’s 
dominance. It wouldn’t force your 
Christian beliefs onto the majority, 
either. 

That decision would simply be a 
kind one, based on respect for human¬ 
ity and care for human feelings. 

Christians who are focused on self¬ 
less love and endless mercy ought to 
be the first ones to support a decision 
like the one made by Lincoln County 
school officials. 

Christians should be spearheading 
such efforts to make everyone feel 
loved and accepted, not pouting in the 
corner and plotting revenge. 


Pro-lifers next generation in long 
history of student protesters 


Students with deep reli¬ 
gious convictions are fast 
turning public schools into 
the newest battleground over 
abortion — much to the dis¬ 
may of beleaguered school 
officials. 

The most recent contro¬ 
versy involves Annie Zinos, 
a sixth grade student in 
Minnesota, who was prohib¬ 
ited by her school from shar¬ 
ing pro-life literature with 
her classmates. Last week, 
Annie and her family filed 
suit against school officials 
for violating her First 
Amendment rights. 

Meanwhile in New 
Mexico, a group of evangel¬ 
ical high school students lost 
a round last month in their 
fight to give classmates 
“fetus dolls” with a pro-life 
message attached. A three- 
judge panel of the U.S. 10th 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
upheld the school district’s 
authority to stop the doll dis¬ 
tribution. 

Pro-life protesters in 
schools are a recent develop¬ 
ment, but students protesting 
for what they believe during 
the school day are a familiar 
part of our history. 

From Billy Gobitis refus¬ 
ing to salute the flag in the 
1930s, to Barbara Johns 
organizing against miserable 
conditions in black schools 
in the 1950s, to Mary Beth 
Tinker wearing an armband

to protest the Vietnam War 
in the 1960s, students of 
conviction have not been 
shy about exercising their 
First Amendment rights in 
public schools. 

In every generation, 
school officials react (and 
often over-react) by attempt¬ 
ing to keep the lid on stu¬ 
dent protests. And in every 
generation, the courts are 
faced with determining 
when and where schools 
may draw the line on stu¬ 
dent religious and political 
speech. 

Now pro-life kids are tak¬ 
ing their turn defining stu¬ 
dent rights by challenging 
school officials in court. 

In the New Mexico 
appeals court decision, stu¬ 
dents have already bumped 
up against the limits of free¬ 
dom allowed under the First 
Amendment — not because 
of the point of view they 
espouse, but because of the 
disruption they stirred by 
espousing it. 

When the pro-life students 
first distributed the fetus 
dolls, chaos ensued. 
According to Education 


Week, teachers complained 
that students were throwing 
the dolls, using them to plug 
toilets, and in other ways 
causing serious trouble. 

Not surprisingly, the court 
sided with the school district 
by ruling that further distri¬ 
bution of the fetus dolls 
would likely cause major 
disruption. 

Even the strongest U.S. 
Supreme Court decision 
upholding free speech rights 
of students, Tinker vs. Des 
Moines Independent School 
District, makes clear that 
school officials may draw 
the line of student expres¬ 
sion when they can reason¬ 
ably forecast that it would 
cause substantial disruption. 

The censorship of Annie 
in Minnesota, however, is a 
very different case. 

The pro-life fliers she dis¬ 
tributed — “Save the baby 
humans. Stop abortion.” — 
caused some students to 
complain that they were 
offended. But the school 
failed to show that the fliers 
caused any significant dis¬ 
ruption. 

Under the First 
Amendment, students are 
free to share their religious 
or political views, even if 
those views offend others. 
But they are not free to cre¬ 
ate mayhem in the school. 

School officials at Annie’s 
school appear to have mis¬ 


read Supreme Court prece¬ 
dents to mean that schools 
may censor any distribution 
of literature by students they 
deem contrary to the 
school’s mission or not age 
appropriate for middle 
school. 

It’s true that the Supreme 
Court has upheld the author¬ 
ity of schools to censor vul¬ 
gar or obscene student 
speech and to censor student 
speech that occurs in a 
school-sponsored context 
such as the school newspa¬ 
per. 

But otherwise, Tinker still 
rules: School officials may 
not censor student religious 
or political speech unless 
they can show that such 
speech will substantially 
disrupt the school or inter¬ 
fere with the rights of oth¬ 
ers. 

Chances are very good 
that Annie Zinos will pre¬ 
vail in her fight to distribute 
her pro-life fliers. And if she 
does, she’ll have Billy, 
Barbara, and especially 
Mary Beth to thank.

An encouraging word 

A powerful, stabilizing 
and shaping influence

All across the United States, 
May 12 will be observed as a 
special day. It is Mother’s Day, 
and it is the one hundred sixth 
anniversary of the first 
Mother’s Day observance. 
That first observance was held 
in Andrews Methodist Church 
in Grafton, West Virginia on 
May 12,1907. 

Mrs. Anna Reeves Jarvis, a 
life-long member of Andrews 
Methodist Church who was 
loved and respected in that 
community, died in 1905. Her 
daughter. Anna Jarvis, asked 
the church to hold a memorial 
service for her mother and all 
the mothers who had worked 
with her “to build principles of 
righteousness into the fabric of 
the community.” 

Miss Jarvis receive a whole¬ 
hearted response to her 
request. Then, after that first 
observance, she launched a 
personal campaign to promote 
Mother’s Day. She contacted 
church and political leaders 
seeking support for her idea, 
and her efforts were amazing¬ 
ly successful. 

Her native state was first to 
respond. In April of 1910, 
William E. Glasslock, 
Governor of West Virginia, 


officially established by 
proclamation Mother’s Day in 
that state. 

Then, the General 
Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church which met 
in 1912 acted. Ira E. Robinson, 
a member of Andrews 
Methodist Church and a dele¬ 
gate to the conference, intro¬ 
duced a resolution that recog¬ 
nized Miss Jarvis as the 
founder of Mother’s Day and 
called for Mother’s Day to be 
an annual observance in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The resolution passed, and 
Mother’s Day was placed on 
the calender of the church to be 
observed annually. 

The efforts of Miss Jarvis 
came to full fruition on May 8, 
1914. On that date, President 
Woodrow Wilson signed a 
congressional resolution 
declaring the second Sunday 
of May to be Mother’s Day in 
the United States. 

Mothers deserve to be rec¬ 
ognized for their contribution 
to human society; they are a 
tremendously powerful, stabi¬ 
lizing and shaping influence. 
Almost everyone can agree 
with Abraham Lincoln, “All 
that I am or ever hope to be, I 
owe to my angel mother.”

Inspection Period For The Property 
Tax Assessment Roll 

The Lincoln County Property tax roll will be opened for inspection from Monday, 
May, 6 through Monday, May 20, 2013. Under the supervision of the Property Val¬ 
uation Administrator or one of his deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1,2013 assessment on which state, county, and school taxes 
for 2013 will be due about October 1,2013. 

The tax roll is in the office of the Property Valuation Administrator in the Buzz 
Walker Building on Main Street in Stanford and may be inspected between the 
hours of 9:00 a.m. - 4:00 p.m. Monday - Friday and 9:00 a.m. - noon on Saturdays. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA 
must first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The confer¬ 
ence may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the confer¬ 
ence with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of as¬ 
sessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or 
other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the tax-payers's opinion of fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal MUST be filed with the County Clerk's office no later than one work 
day following the conclusion of the inspection period (May 21,2013) 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or fail¬ 
ing to appear before the board, either in person or by designated representative, 
will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Appeals.

Do you?” he 
asked. If we could be saved 
by doing good, then Jesus 
came for nothing. But he 
came for everything, and 
gave everything, Bro. 
Johnny said. 

Bro. Johnny quoted Jude 
1:11: “Woe unto them! For 
they have gone in the way 
of Cain...” What is the way 
of Cain? Self righteousness, 
he said. You can read the 
bible, pray, and go to hell, 
Bro. Johnny said. It’s not 
your name in church mem¬ 
bership, but your relation¬ 
ship with Jesus Christ that 
saves you. 

Able understood atone¬ 
ment, reconciliation with 


God through a blood sacri¬ 
fice, Bro. Johnny said. It is 
by God’s grace that he for¬ 
gives us through the blood 
shed on the cross. Jesus is 
the satisfying of God’s 
demand against sin. 

We need grace, mercy and 
forgiveness, Bro. Johnny 
said. The cross is what 
makes him the justifier. He 
took the blame for our sins, 
although he committed no 
sin. Many religions require 
you to “do” things, but 
Jesus has already done it. 
Many believe if they do 
enough good things, they 
will be right with God. That 
is a lie from the devil and 
the pits of hell, Bro. Johnny 
said.

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New Lincoln County members 
appointed to Bluegrass 911 board 


LANCASTER— Bluegrass 911 has 
two new board members from Lincoln 
County who work in law enforcement. 
The appointments of Stanford Police 
Det, Joe Gilliland and Lincoln County 
Deputy Coroner Don Gilliam were 
announced at a 911 board meeting 
May L 

The addition of Gilliland and 
Gilliam increases the number of active 
law enforcement members on the 


eight-member board from one to 
three, 

Bluegrass 911 Director Russ Clark 
has said if at least half the board mem¬ 
bers arc active law enforcement, it will 
help protect the organization’s long¬ 
term ability to access national crime 
databases, 

Gilliland and Gilliam replace 
Stanford Mayor Bill Miracle and 
Lincoln County Magistrate David 
Faulkner, both of whom resigned last 
month. 

The board had discussed the need 


for more law enforcement members 
prior to the resignations. 

Miracle cited a busy schedule as 
mayor when he resigned at last 
month's board meeting. Faulkner 
said May 2 he resigned in order to 
open up a slot on the board for a law 
enforcement member. 

The Bluegrass 911 board, which 
serves Lincoln and Garrard counties, 
is comprised of each county's judge- 
executive and three additional mem¬ 
bers from each county who arc 
appointed by the judge-executives.

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an ever-shrinking budget. 

Clark said his budget pro¬ 
posal anticipates a loss of 
about half-a-percent per 
month in income from land- 
line fees, which equals a 6- 
percent loss by the end of 
the year. That's the rate at 
which landlines have been 
disappearing for several 
years now, he added. 

The proposal estimates 
Lincoln County would have 
to contribute $36,216, 
while Garrard would be on 
the hook for $18,662. 

Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said 
he's unsure the amounts 
requested from each county 
are fair. While Lincoln 
County’s population is sub¬ 
stantially larger than 
Garrard County's, it’s 
nowhere near twice the 
population, he said. 

Adams requested that 
Clark go over his numbers 
again and explain the dif¬ 
ference in requested fund¬ 
ing amounts at a later date. 

The budget proposal 
notes that if both counties 
raise their monthly landline 
fees from $3 to $3.50, nei¬ 
ther county would need to

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contribute any money from 
their general funds. 

But that idea seemed 
unpopular among 911 board 
members, some of whom 
noted the landline fee 
already unfairly burdens a 
small portion of the area's 
residents. 

"I think it's a bad call," 
Garrard County Judge- 
Executive John Wilson said 
of the idea to raise landline 
fees, "The reality is we get 


calls that don’t come from 
telephones, period. You can 
call from your computer. ... 
This has got nothing to do 
with telephones anymore." 

Bluegrass 9M’s board is 
part of a local effort to pio¬ 
neer a solution to 911 fund¬ 
ing that could become a 
model for call centers 
around the state if it can 
clear some legal hurdles. 

As landline use drops 
around the country, 


Bluegrass 911 board mem¬ 
bers have pushed to move 
fees for 911 service off of 
landline telephone accounts 
and onto utility bills — in 
this case, water bills for all 
Lincoln and Garrard resi¬ 
dents. 

An ordinance creating the 
new fees in Garrard County 
was challenged by the city 
of Lancaster in court. While 
a judge upheld the constitu¬ 
tionality of the ordinance, 


the case is currently being 
appealed, Wilson said. 

if officials can succeed in 
proving the constitutionali¬ 
ty of the new fee, the coun¬ 
ties could move ahead with 
a plan to remove the old 
landline fees and imple¬ 
ment fees on water bills 
instead. 

Such a change would 
more fairly spread the bur¬ 
den of paying for 911 serv¬ 
ice on a much broader 


swath of the local popula¬ 
tion, board members have 
argued. 

"The reality is the tech¬ 
nology is changing, the 
world is changing," Wilson 
said. "The law has not 
changed to keep up." 

Board members acknowl¬ 
edged the counties could 
alternatively create a new 
property tax to fund 911, 
but said they don’t think 
taxpayers would appreciate 
that solution. 

"The public does not 
appreciate a tax going into 
the general fund and then 
being distributed," Wilson 
said, "They like something 
that’s (direct)." 

Garrard County 

Magistrate and 911 board 
member Joe Leavell agreed. 

"1 don't think anyone 
cares to pay a tax if they 
know' where it’s going and 
it's used properly," he said. 

Wilson said public reac¬ 
tion to the water-bill fund¬ 
ing plan is evidence it’s the 
right way to go. 

"We didn't hear any com¬ 
plaints from the public on 
this," he said. "The Tea 
Party in Garrard County 
and the Obama Democrats 
both thought this was a 
good idea."

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Stanford Elementary 

At Stanford Elementary, 
which was cut by the equiv¬ 
alent of 2.8 full-time teacher 
positions. Principal Dan 
Story said the council decid¬ 
ed to eliminate three full¬ 
time positions. 

"What we w ? ill be losing is 
our art teacher and two class¬ 
room teachers," Story said. 
"It will ... possibly have a 
negative impact, but we’ve 
just got to come together as a 
faulty and staff. Regardless 
of what the student-teacher 
ratio is, bottom line is we've 
got to educate our students 
and that's what we’ll do." 

The elimination of two 
full-time teachers means 
larger class sizes. 

Story said this year was 
the first year Stanford had a 
full-time art teacher and the 
students enjoyed it a lot. 

"The kids arc very disap¬ 
pointed," he said. 

In order to make up for the 
lost art time next year, 
school administrators are 
"working on a plan to inte¬ 
grate art within the regular 
classroom," he said. 

Lincoln County High 

High school Principal Tim 
Godbey said his school will 
be losing an agricultural 
teacher and a social studies 
teacher. The high school was 
cut by the equivalent of 1.45 
teachers. 

Godbey said there was no 
feasible way to cut .45 worth 
of a teaching position, so a 
whole position will be elimi¬ 
nated and the remaining 
funds that are freed will go 
into the school’s instruction¬ 
al funds. 

Over the past five years, 
the high school has lost eight 
teachers, none of whom 
were cut from the agricultur¬ 
al or social studies areas, 
Godbey said. 

"Those two areas had not 
been touched during that 
time frame, so that was the 
reason we went with those 
two areas," he said. 
"Anytime you cut positions, 
obviously something gets 
sacrificed. We want to make 
sure that the core academic 
curriculum is not, and we 
have ensured that." 

Godbey said the main 
impact on high school stu¬ 
dents from the cuts will be 
fewer available "Career and 
Technical Education" 
options via elective courses. 

"I know' there are some 
folks that are disappointed in 
the choice that w r as made, 
however it’s important to 
note that we did not cut the 


(CTE) program, we’ve cut 
some pathways in the pro¬ 
gram," he said. "They have 
... limited choices in some 
of the pathways they can 
take. There's not as many 
options as there were 
before." 

McGuffey Sixth-Grade 

McGuffey Principal 
Jimmy Dyehouse said in 
order to bring his staff in 
alignment with the district 
allocations, the school coun¬ 
cil cut two full-time teacher 
positions. 

McGuffey was officially 
cut a total of 1.1 positions by 
the new allocations. But 
Dyehouse said the school 
was hit harder than that 
because in previous years it 
has been able to supply full¬ 
time art, music and physical 
education teachers above and 
beyond its allocation. 

This coming year, in order 
to afford keeping those three 
positions full-time, the two 
teachers had to be cut, he 
said. 

By cutting the two posi¬ 
tions, the council was also 
able to avoid reducing the 
number of days a counselor is 
available, he added. 

"I guess we took as big a 
lick as anybody in the dis¬ 
trict," Dyehouse said. "The 
cuts went pretty deep here." 

Dyehouse said the cuts 
mean McGuffey, which has 
grouped students into "red," 
"white" and "blue" teams 
since it opened seven years 
ago, will only have "red" and 
"blue" teams next year. 

Organizing students by 
team allow tor "relationship 
building" — something 
Dyehouse said he's afraid 
won’t be possible if the 
school has to endure more 
cuts in the future. 

"If I lose one more teacher 
...it will change things com¬ 
pletely. One more cut, we 
will not be able to do the 
things we are doing right 
now," he said. "One more cut 
w ould cause us not to be able 
to build those relationships 
like we try to do here each 
and every year." 

Waynesburg and 
Hustonville 

The councils at 
Waynesburg and Hustonville 
elementary schools both 
decided to eliminate a lull¬ 
time intervention position. 

Waynesburg Principal 
Mark Upchurch said his 
school couldn’t afford to lose 
a regular teacher because of 
its allocation cut of half a full¬ 
time position. 

Instead, the council decided 
to use federal funding to keep 
all of its teachers. As a result, 
it had less federal funding 


available for other things and 
wound up cutting a math 
intervention coach position. 

"That's not going to help 
us," said Upchurch, who said 
the intervention coach posi¬ 
tion had been added this year 
after it was identified as a 
need. "We’ll just have to 
develop new strategies and 
things to do to cover for that 
loss." 

Waynesburg will also be 
cutting its librarian position 
by one day a week, from three 
to two, Upchurch said. 

Hustonville Principal Don 
Leigh said in order to handle 
his school's allocation cuts, 
the council eliminated a 
response-to-intervention posi¬ 
tion. 

Hustonville's dedicated RTI 
position works with students 
who are falling behind and 
helps prevent them from 
needing special education. 
Without that position in place, 
RTI work will have to be per¬ 
formed by teachers instead, 
Leigh said. 

McKinney and Highland 

At two district schools 
McKinney and Highland ele¬ 
mentary schools — councils 
had to make cuts but no posi¬ 
tions were completely elimi¬ 
nated. 

McKinney Principal Jeff 
Craiger said in order to handle 
his school’s cut of the equiva¬ 
lent of 1.3 full-time teachers, 
the council made a variety of 
smaller changes and avoided 
eliminating any current 
employees. 

The council decided to 
leave a currently empty part- 
time position unfilled and cut 
one day per week from its 
music teacher, counselor and 
librarian. It used federal 
money to make up the 
remaining difference, Craiger 
said. 

While McKinney was able 
to split a large class into two 
with an extra person this year, 
next year that won't be possi¬ 
ble. 

"Our biggest concern is that 
we have one grade that just 
has a lot of kids in it," Craiger 
said. 

Highland Elementary was 
one of two schools, along 
with Lincoln County Middle 
School, that saw their teacher 
allocations rise. 

Highland Principal James 
Carrier said an abnormally 
large kindergarten class has 
boosted his school’s student 
population, leading to an allo¬ 
cation that’s bigger by half of 
a full-time teacher position. 

But while the school gained 
in its teacher allocation, it also 
had to compensate for losing 
some funding for music and 
physical education. 

Carrier said after the coun¬ 
cil got done evening things 


out, the only change will be 
half-a-day less of physical 
education per week. 

"I think our council tried to 
do the very best for our stu¬ 
dents," Carrier said. "They 
really fought through the 
process and tried to do what’s 
best for our students." 

Lincoln County Middle 

The only school in the dis¬ 
trict to sec growth in its staff 
next year will be Lincoln 
County Middle School, where 
an increase in district alloca¬ 
tions will allow' for a second 
school counselor. Principal 
Debbie Sims said. 

This year, the school has 
one full-time counselor. Next 
year, the council is adding a 
second counselor for two 
days every week. 


Sims said the middle 
school used to have two coun¬ 
selors in the past and she’s 
glad her school will be able to 
go back to that. 

"With middle-school stu¬ 
dents dtiring this phase of life 
... they have a lot of needs," 
she said. "When we had two 
counselors it was, we felt, 
very beneficial for the stu¬ 
dents." 

Besides the additional 
counselor allocation, the mid¬ 
dle school is also receiving an 
increased allocation equiva¬ 
lent to .35 of a full-time 
teacher. 

Sims said the school will be 
using that extra allocation tor 
instrtictional funds. 

Not having to cut any posi¬ 
tions is a relief after being 
reduced from 45 teachers to 
32 over the last five years, 


Sims said. 

"I'm just glad we didn't lose 
any teachers this year," she 
said. "Any time you lose a 
teacher, that's affecting kids 
first-hand." 

Two district schools 
Foil Logan High and Crab 
Orchard Elementary — did 
not see any changes to their 
district allocations for next 
year. 

The allocations are based 
on student-to-teacher ratios 
set by the board of education 
and schools' student popula¬ 
tions. 

Besides these local district 
cuts, federal and state cuts to 
special education and 
HeadStart preschool pro¬ 
grams are potentially creat¬ 
ing the need to eliminate as 
many as 22 full-time posi¬ 
tions around the district.

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FEMA has agreed to provide $180,000 in 
federal funding for the project; $28,000 would 
come from the state. 

Stanford Fire Chief Scott Maples, who is in 
charge of managing the progress of the pro¬ 
gram, told city council members May 2 that the 
city would be responsible for a total of $31,000 
worth of contributions in order to receive the 
federal and state funding. 

The city has hopefully earned credit for 
about $12,000 of that responsibility by doing 
administrative work on the project, leaving 
$19,000 to go, Maples said. 

City Councilman Eddie Carter said he's con¬ 
fident the city could contribute most or all of 
that $19,000 by contributing labor and equip¬ 
ment to demolish and clear the properties, leav¬ 
ing little or no direct financial burden on local 
government coffers. 

"It's a win-win situation, I think, if we can go 
ahead and do most of it in-kind," Carter said. 
"... We can do our match and not have to 
(spend) money." 

Carter made a motion to "move forward" 
with the FEMA program, but withdrew his 
motion after council members Amy Hazlett 
and Tom Moser said they weren't comfortable 
approving until they knew more about the 
specifics. 

Hazlett said she wanted to know for sure that 
the city could receive in-kind credit for its part 
of the cost before she voted yes. 

"I don't want to vote in support of it and then 
we be stuck with $19,000 to pay," she said. 

Mayor Bill Miracle pointed out there wasn't 
a vote needed by the council yet, because the 
council already voted in 2010 to apply for the 
program. He also said he believed the city 
should budget for the $ 19,000 in cost, just to be 
safe. 

"We may very well not get stuck with any 


(cost)," Miracle said. "If it comes up that we 
can work it out with equipment, labor, whatev¬ 
er, that's fine and dandy, we're that much ahead. 
But you need to factor that cost in as cost." 

The project would pay Stanford EMS 
$130,000 for its old headquarters on South 
Second Street. It would also pay $49,500 and 
$11,250 for two nearby properties. The prices 
are determined by property valuation adminis¬ 
trator assessments. 

Stanford EMS Director Ashley Powell said if 
the project works out, the $130,000 will go into 
the EMS operating budget. A committee would 
probably decide what to use the money for, but 
one way it could be used would be to invest in 
a new ambulance, Powell said. 

Carter said he would like to see the city buy 
one property at a time and finish clearing it 
before it buys the next one. 

The way the grant works, the city has to pur¬ 
chase the property, demolish it and clear it with 
its own money before it can be reimbursed by 
FEMA. 

Doing one property at a time would allow the 
city to recoup the cost as it goes and avoid 
straining its general fund, Carter said. 

Maples said after the properties are cleared, 
the city would have the option of turning them 
into gravel parking lots or public recreation 
areas. 

The city could build open-walled shelters if 
it wants to, but it won't be legal to construct any 
walls or use any blacktop on the properties, he 
said. 

Lincoln County Fiscal Court is currently in 
the process of using its own FEMA hazard mit¬ 
igation grant to purchase 21 flood-prone prop¬ 
erties around the county. 

The county's project is using almost 
$600,000 in funding from FEMA; the local 
share is $197,000. County Attorney Daryl Day 
has said the county will be able to get credit for 
at least 90-95 percent of its share through in- 
kind labor and equipment.

were sympathetic to McFerron's position. 
Councilwoman Amy Hazlett said she has 
heard from other city residents who also 
want a skate park built and have said 
they'd be willing to contribute to fundrais¬ 
ing efforts. 

Councilman Eddie Carter said the idea 
of landing grant money to build a skate 
park is "worth exploring." 

Lincoln County Magistrate David 
Faulkner, who represents much of 
Stanford, said the fiscal 
court had looked into 
building a skate park in 
2007, but it was going 
to be prohibitively 
expensive. 

"You're talking about 
a whole lot of money to 
do it and to do it right," 

Faulkner said. "You're 
talking about six-figure 
money to do it right and 
we just haven't had the 
money to do it." 

But Faulkner said he 
thinks the fiscal court 
would be open to pursuing a "joint ven¬ 
ture" with the city, where both entities 
might be able to apply for funding. 

"We've got nothing to lose to at least 
look into it," he said. "If we can't, we can't. 
But if we could, it would be a great thing 
for (kids), for the city." 

McFerron told city council members she 
knows of at least one organization — the 
Tony Hawk Foundation — that offers 
grants up to $25,000 to help build skate 
parks. 

Stanford Police Chief Keith Middleton 
said under current law in Stanford, skate¬ 


boards aren't allowed anywhere on "public 
grounds, sidewalks or streets." 

While police officers don't actively pur¬ 
sue skateboarders, they do respond to 
complaints from residents about skate¬ 
boarders and may fine them — or their 
parents if they're juveniles — appropriate¬ 
ly, Middleton said. 

"It's not something we go out and hunt," 
he said. "We got too much other stuff to 
deal with. They're not a high priority 
unless they become a problem for a resi¬ 
dent." 

Middleton said he thinks children could 
benefit an appropri¬ 
ate place to use their 
skateboards where 
they don't become 
liability issues for 
property owners. 

"I think a skate 
park would help," he 
said. "I don't know 
how much interest 
there is in it." 

Councilman Carter 
said previous discus¬ 
sions had focused on 
building a skate park 
at Veterans Park 
along U.S. 150 in north Stanford. 

But Faulkner said Veterans Park is diffi¬ 
cult to access for children thanks to U.S. 27, 
and it will only get more difficult to access 
after U.S. 27 is widened to four lanes. 

A location closer to the center of town 
could be more accessible to skateboarders, 
he suggested. 

Faulkner said he would talk to the other 
members of fiscal court about the city's 
interest in a skate park and find out what 
their thoughts are. 

"I'd like to see it done myself," he said. "I 
know the kids would use it."

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ruling that allows it if stu¬ 
dents give the OK. 

"That opinion basically 
said that ... student-led 
prayer was acceptable if it 
was voted on by students," 
he said. 

Lincoln County Attorney 
Daryl Day, who read up on 
law concerning the situation 
and went on the radio with 
Superintendent Karen Hatter 
last week to discuss the issue, 
confirmed if even one student 
objects to allowing time for a 
prayer, the school cannot pro¬ 
vide for it. 

"The Supreme Court has 
been pretty clear that it would 
be a violation of that student's 
constitutional rights," Day 
said. "I don't think even a 
moment of silence passes 
muster." 

Day said if the school were 
to carve out time for prayer 
during the graduation after the 
six students had objected, it 
would be opening itself up for 
an incredibly expensive law¬ 
suit. 

"The big kick on that is in a 
civil rights lawsuit like that, if 
you lose you not only have to 
pay your attorney's fees you 
have to pay the other side's 
attorney's fees," Day said, 
adding that the going rate for 
attorneys can be "in the 
neighborhood of $300 an 
hour." 

But even though there may 
not be time set aside for 
prayer during this year's grad¬ 
uation, Godbey pointed out 
there will be nothing stopping 
students who are at the podi¬ 
um from praying if they want 
to. 

"There's been a rumor that 
if we were to have a student 
dare pray at the graduation 
that we would discipline them 
or they would not receive 
their diploma and that's just 
simply not true," Godbey 
said. "Under the First 
Amendment, we cannot cen¬ 
sor that from the student." 

So it would seem while 
prayer may not make its tradi¬ 
tional appearance during the 
May 24 ceremony, it won't be 
excluded if a student speaker 
decides to pray. 

Senior class President 


Jonathan Hardwick, a 
Christian, said he hasn't 
decided yet whether he will 
pray during his speech to 
classmates. He said he lis¬ 
tened to the six students who 
don't want prayer and can 
empathize with their situa¬ 
tion. 

"I talked to them and most 
of them said they just didn't 
feel like they should listen to 
a prayer at their graduation to 
a god they don't believe in," 
he said. "I can understand 
their viewpoint because if I 
was in their shoes, I wouldn't 
want to listen to a prayer to a 
god I didn't believe in. If a 
Muslim was saying a prayer 
to their god, I wouldn't want 
to sit there and listen to that, 
so I understand their view¬ 
point." 

Junior Shawnna Ingram, a 
leader in the high school 
prayer group First Priority, 
said she does expect to see 
student-led prayer during the 
graduation ceremony. 

"The senior class is saying 
that they're going to pray any¬ 
way because it's not illegal if 
it's all student-led," she said. 
"From my knowledge, we're 
still going to have prayer, it's 
just not going to be on the 
agenda." 

Ingram said as a Christian, 
she believes a prayer at grad¬ 
uation is "an outward expres¬ 
sion of what's going on 
inside." 

"That prayer initially is to 
pour out God's blessing upon 
the whole graduating class," 
she said. "Whether you 
believe in him or not, that 
prayer is for every student. 
We just want to send out 
every graduating senior with 
God's blessing for the rest of 
their life." 

Ingram said she could feel a 
difference in the atmosphere 
at the high school after the 
controversy over prayer 
arose, but since then things 
have "definitely calmed 
down." 

"There has been some ten¬ 
sion between the seniors," she 
said. "Those who are pretty 
standout Christians, they did 
get pretty hostile at first, but 
then they remembered, you 
know, 'I'm a Christian and me 
getting angry about this isn't 
setting a good witness to 


those around me.'" 

Stories about the six stu¬ 
dents and the school's deci¬ 
sion have gained national 
attention. 

The Associated Press 
released an article that has 
been run by multiple media 
outlets with the kickoff sen¬ 
tence, "A central Kentucky 
principal says student-led 
prayer won’t be part of the 
school’s graduation ceremony 
later this month." 

National Christian news 
outlets and prominent atheist 
blogger Hemant Mehta are 
among those who have 
reported and weighed in on 
the issue. 

Godbey said he has 
encountered a lot of misin¬ 
formation about what's really 
happening. He wasn't sure 
whether the misinformation 
was coming from Facebook, 
media sources or a combina¬ 
tion of both. 

"The important thing I 
think to know is that no one 
has banned prayer here," he 
said Tuesday. "Students still 
have that First Amendment 
right." 

As a result of outcry from 
local residents who believed 


prayer had been banned at 
graduation, Godbey released 
a video online explaining the 
facts as he sees them. 

"It is unfortunate that 
information is misconstrued, 
spun and made to be some¬ 
thing that it is not," he says in 
the video. "I am saddened by 
the entire situation and I'm 
even saddened by some of 
the comments and statements 
that have been made regard¬ 
ing this issue." 

Godbey goes on to explain 
that it is his responsibility to 
protect the rights of all stu¬ 
dents at his high school. 

"The majority cannot 
remove the rights of the 
minority; neither can the 
minority remove the rights of 
the majority," he says. "All 
men have inalienable rights. 
As a result, neither Lincoln 
County High School nor any 
other high school under con¬ 
stitutional law can promote 
prayer at their graduation 
services." 

Godbey's video, available 
at lincoln.ihigh.com, had 
been viewed more than 2,200 
times as of Tuesday night. 

Pam Hart, chief deputy of 
quality management for the 


district, said she and others 
have been fielding calls 
about prayer and graduation 
at the district office as well. 

Hart said her experience 
with callers has been posi¬ 
tive. Many are very con¬ 
cerned about what they've 
heard, but she takes her time 
to listen and then explain the 
school's position, she said. 

Godbey said the situation 
has provided a chance to 
educate students about the 
First Amendment, including 
the establishment and free 
exercise clauses, which work 
together to prevent govern¬ 
ment sponsorship of one reli¬ 
gion over another and protect 
individual free speech. 

"We have tried to turn it 
into an opportunity where 
folks do know and under¬ 
stand what the First 
Amendment says," he said. 
"It includes rights for every¬ 
one." 

Godbey said he will con¬ 
tinue to use his own First 
Amendment rights as he 
prays for all students to suc¬ 
ceed. 

"Nearly every day for four 
years, I've prayed for these 
seniors," he said. "I'm going 
to continue to do that but I'm 
not going to do it over the 
intercom system." 

Ingram and Hardwick said 
they have both learned 
through the situation. 

For Ingram, the issue made 
her more aware of other reli¬ 
gions and beliefs besides her 
own. 

"It's taught me to have a 
more open mind about things 
because when I first found 
out, I was just super angry 
and I couldn't believe that 


someone would want to stop 
prayer," she said. "But now 
I've learned that I'm a 
Christian and God loves 
them so I'm commanded to 
love them and I need to have 
a more open mind and open 
heart to the situation." 

Hardwick said he knows a 
lot of people who say they're 
saddened by the situation. 

"It doesn't sadden me; it 
kind of encourages me," he 
said. Our community has a 
respect for religion. ... It 
encourages me about my 
community. We're not going 
to be complacent." 

Godbey said some stu¬ 
dents and parents who 
believe prayer will not be 
allowed have threatened not 
to attend graduation. He 
hopes they will change their 
minds. 

"I hope all our graduates 
will be in attendance," he 
said. "I hope our graduation 
will be focused on all of their 
accomplishments over the 
last 12 to 13 years and I hope 
that it will spotlight them and 
what they've done and 
achieved and that we can 
send them off and out of 
Lincoln County High School 
in a very positive and upbeat 
manner." 

Hardwick has a similar 
wish for his last day as a 
Lincoln County High School 
student.

Belcher spent some time 
walking around St. 
Catharine’s, familiarizing her¬ 
self with the campus. She said 
she liked what she saw and felt 
comfortable at the school, but 
that that comfort took a back¬ 
seat when she entered the open 
gym - at least temporarily. 

“When I went to go try out 
with the girls I got so intimi¬ 
dated at first,” Belcher said.

Belcher and her mom paid 
another visit to the campus last 
Tuesday and Belcher’s college 
choice was set. 

“I went down there and got 
to meet with the head coach 
(Lena Bramblett),” Belcher 
said.

It’s time to cut hay and rotate pastures 


As I look out my window 
this morning, I see that the 
orchardgrass and fescue 
plants are heading out. Our 
hay crop is ready to cut. 
Some will say I’ve gone 
crazy, that it’s not even 
May 15 yet or that it’s not 
tall enough or other chores 
come first. It doesn’t matter 
what the calendar says nor 
does it really matter about 
the height of the hay, nor 
should you be more wor¬ 
ried about other chores tak¬ 
ing priority. What matters is 
the level of maturity of the 
hay. Orchardgrass, fescue, 
wheat, and alfalfa will all 
be at the right stage of 
maturity this week for har¬ 
vest. That should be no sur¬ 
prise to us because the first 
week of May every year is 
when they are at the right 
stage of growth for harvest. 

The stage of maturity 
forages are harvested deter¬ 
mines the profitability of 
your operation. As grasses 
and legumes mature past 
their ideal stage of maturity 
for harvest, the amount of 
energy and how well cattle 
eat them decreases. This 
results in your forages pro¬ 
ducing less product (meat 
or milk) that you can sell. 

By picking the optimum 
stage of maturity to harvest, 
you reap a higher quality 
forage. The higher the for¬ 
age quality, the more of it 
cows will eat, the less sup¬ 
plemental feed they will 
need, and the more they 
will produce. The best time 
to cut grass hays and small 
grain silages is when just a 
few heads appear. An alfal¬ 
fa-grass mixture should be 
harvested just before you 
see the first alfalfa flower. 

Total yields increase just 
slightly as plants advance 
to the head and flower 
stage, but quality will drop. 
Once the grass head 
emerges very little more 
blade growth occurs and 
the extra weight is mostly 
stem which has very little 
food value. You can’t com¬ 
pletely compensate for 
poor hay with more grain or 
tubs or blocks. Let’s con¬ 
sider a dairy example, for a 
50-cow herd, every one 
percent increase in the total 
fiber component (neutral 


detergent fiber) costs 14 
cents per cow per day in 
lost milk income. 
Harvesting 10 days past the 
optimum harvest stage will 
increase the NDF by seven 
to 10 points and decrease 
the protein level by three to 
six percent. For a 50-cow 
herd, this increase is NDF 
and decrease in protein cor¬ 
responds to a potential 
income loss exceeding 
$10,000 to $15,000 a year 
in lost milk production. 
Meat production animals 
will gain 30.5 percent less 
when they have to eat hay 
cut too mature so you can 
lose significant dollars with 
meat animals also. 

Why does this loss 
occur? As a forage 
matures, it needs more 
structure to hold up the 
head. The more structure a 
forage has, the less cows 
eat of it because they have 
filled up on fiber and don’t 
get as much protein and 
energy as they need. To get 
the most profit from your 
livestock you have got to 
get your hay cut at the 
right time. A few days 
delay in harvest can cost 
you big bucks. If you need 
to make money, nothing is 
more important in the next 
two weeks than harvesting 
your forages properly. 
Watch the weather and 
work with the weather to 
get your hay harvested 
now. Take advantage of the 
plastic wrapping machines 
that are available for rent 
and beat the weather by 
making round bale silage. 
These systems make great 
feed and increase your 
yields. 

Farm Bureau, equip¬ 
ment dealers and individ¬ 
ual farmers in the area 
renting both in-line and 
single bale wrapping 
machines. 

Now let’s switch over to 
pasture management. 
Which do you have, wild 
or managed pastures? I am 
afraid that too many of 
our pastures are wild and 
receive little or no man¬ 
agement. This is one rea¬ 
son why our milk produc¬ 
tion and calf gains are 
low. Well managed pas¬ 
tures can be very good 


sources of nutrients for 
cattle; however, poorly 
managed or non-managed 
pastures can be very dam¬ 
aging to production. 

How do we manage 
pastures to receive the 
most from them? Fertilize, 
rotate, keep clovers and 
alfalfa incorporated in 
with grasses, and keeping 
the pastures clipped, are 
all part of the answer. 

Rotational grazing is 
one of the best methods of 
keeping quality high. 
Even though we have 
been aware of the benefits 
of this for many years, I 
continue to see farmers 
continuously open graze 
pastures from March to 
October. Fence pastures 
into smaller fields which 
will last seven to 10 days 
for beef cattle and five 
days for dairy cows. Have 
at least five fields so you 
can keep cows off the pas¬ 
ture four to six weeks 
depending on the time of 
year and growth rate of 
the forage. Electric fence 
is cheap and quick and 
serves the purpose well 
for rotational grazing. 
Clip seed heads and 
uneaten stems after each 
rotation. This provides 
new regrowth which is 
much higher quality for¬ 
age than the old stems and 
blades. If you don’t clip, 
the grass plant thinks it 
has done its job which is 
to produce seed and then 
slow down growth for the 
rest of the season. 
Clipping the grass tricks 
the plant into growing fast 
again which means you 
get a flush of new lush 
grass growth. Rotational 
grazing is a practice 
everyone can easily do. 
It’s so simple, inexpen¬ 
sive, and not time con¬ 
suming. You will have 
better calf gains and better 
milk production all which 
means better profits. 

Pastures can provide 
excellent sources of for¬ 
age if managed properly. 
Don’t let your pastures 
grow wild, manage them 
to get good livestock pro¬ 
duction.
